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BUS BUILT 
FOR SPECIAL 
OILFIELD USE 


SPRINGVILLE, Dec. 12—Spring- 
ville's most unusual business — the 
California Coach company, owned 
and operated by Ted Stancliff — 
moved another step forward last 
week with delivery of a specially 
constructed bus to the Soundrive 
Engineering company of Los An- 
geles for use in specialized oilfield 
work. 

Stancliff, who builds custom in- 
teriors on regular bus chassis, 
worked up a. highly concentrated 
unit for the Soundrive company 
in a 31-foot bus interior. 

Included are sleeping accommo- 
dations for 11 persons (Ted ad+ 
mits this sort of packs them in) 
a butane refrigerator, ‘a floor fur- 
nace, hot and cold running water, 
a sink, a shower, a stove, a flush 
toilet, wall-to-wall carpets, and a 
special observation deck on the 
top of the bus. 

And included also is space for 
the specialized equipment used by 
Soundrive — a high frequency 
sound machine by which stuck 
drill pipe can be freed. 

The bus will be used to demon- 
strate the equipment, also for 
actual field work. A highly train- 
ed crew of technicians travel 'with 
the equipment, including two 
Ph.Ds — hence the necessity for 
living accommodations that can 
be used in the field.

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KILLIAN STIRS UP “LIVELIEST MEETING 
IN YEARS" AS SPEAKER AT MEETING OF

- Springville Farm Center 


The speaker at the December 10 
meeting of the Springville Farm 
Bureau Center stirred up the live- 
liest evening’s discussion heard in 
years. Veterans’ Hall seemed as 
if it would never empty after- 
wards. < 

Commander Rolland Killian, 
who has given long and devoted 
study to the local farmer’s prob- 
lems, involving numerous trips to 
the State and National capitols, 
took the whole financial, market- 
ing, and producing phases of farm- 
ing apart — particularly as touch- 
ing the local poultry raisers. 

The speaker ran head-on into 
the often-proclaimed doctrine that 
the many small farmers must give 
way to the few big ones. He quot- 
ed the Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture, the U.S. Economic Confer- 
ence, as well as farm journals, and 
the very top officials of the Farm 
Bureau itself, as preaching this 
same gospel. 

“The small farmer is ineffi-

cient,” runs the creed. As is al- 
ways the ease, when a popular of- 
ficial doctrine is being spread, all 
kinds of direct evidence to the 
contrary is overlooked. “The fam- 
ily farmer’, said Killian “is on 
the contrary among the most ef- 
ficient”? —- only the individual 
misfit is inefficient as such. 

Killian pointed to the fact that 
monopoly and the tight integra- 
tion of industries from the top 
down are new to American life 
and contrary to its spirit. While 
“efficient” large-scale ownership 
and! operation are producing ‘ ‘vol- 
ume” (in other words surpluses) 
increasing numbers of men are be- 
ing ‘put out of work and are being 
cut adrift from the land. 

This, Killian pointed out with 
great emphasis, constituted a very 
serious social injury to the whole 
texture of our nation, bringing 
with it increasing absentee own- 
ership, tenant farming, and lessen- 
ed industrial stability. The speak- 
er quoted local statistics to illus- 
trate the creeping prevalence of 
this condition in the Porterville 
area. Figures showed a difference 
in numbers between 1945 and 
1957 o®less than one-quarter the 
number. of growers, each raising 
as much as 14 times the number 
of birds. 

Further figures were cited from 
the northern California dairy 
“trusts”, the midwest hog-fatten- 
ing situation, the Safeway beef- 
fattening practices, to the local 
“captive accounts’ in the poultry 
industry. Growers are induced to 
begin operations by credit offer-

{spend it elsewhere. At a glance, 
this seems very fine. All we have 
to do is hoard all the green stuff 
in Porterville and presumably 
we'll have it all. Of course, this 
proposition will be pretty tough 
when we want a new car, because 
car manufacturers take a very dim 
view on furnishing their products 
for nothing. Conversely, when we 
ship out oranges, the growers 
somehow expect to get money for 
them. The whole point is, that 
you can’t build a fence around 
Porterville, even if the Council 
would finance it. We spend our 
money for goods produced else- 
where, and hope others spend 
theirs on goods we produce here. 


ings on the part of the feed com- 
panies. Overproduction then re- 
sults in ruinous prices, which have 
to be absorbed by the grower, not 
the feed mill. To clear himself he 
is advised to increase production, 
and the whole situation worsens 
from year to year — for the pro- 
ducers. In effect, the primary 
product, honestly produced by the 
growers, becomes merely a by- 
product resulting from the econ- 
omic squeeze, 

The great question that came 
out of the speaker’s address was: 
“Why haven’t the grass-roots been 
heard from?’’ —- They were heard 
from in Springville that evening;

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WANTED — COMMON SENSE 


Americans should heed the words of United States Senator Wil- 
liam F. Knowland who said, during a talk in Porterville Saturday night, 
that the problems of missiles, sattelites and such things will be with us 
for the next 15 or 20 years at least and that we must consider this in 
our analysis of the international situation and our actions as a‘nation. 

‘Senator Knowland admitted that we are behind the Russians in 
long range missiles and satelite launching; he admitted that the Rus- 
sians are developing more scientists and engineers in their schools than 
we are in the United States; he pulled no punches about the threat of 
Russia in world affairs. 

But he also said that because the Russians are ahead of us in one 
field, they are not necessarily ahead of us in all fields of science; he 
said that actually America is ahead of Russia in certain missile de- 
velopments, and in many scientific fields; he said we have the capacity 
in our strategic air command to destroy Russia; he said that he is con- 
fident that we Americans, if we apply ourselves, can overtake and sur- 
pass the Russians in any field in which they now hold superiority. 

Then Senator Knowland made two strong points: He said that 
more dollars are not always the answer — that only a certain amount 
of money can be spent wisely — that in addition to dollars we must 
have coordination, expert knowledge and a desire to do a job. And 
he said that if we stampede ourselves into a crash program that under- 
mines the American economy, it is concievable that Russia could some- 
time take us without firing a shot. 

And in addition, Senator Knowland told of the great amounts of 
money now being spent on the missile program — more in a single 
day than was spent in an entire year only five years ago. He indicat- 
ed that our troubles developed during the five or six years after the 
end of World War II, when we did little or nothing as a nation in mis- 
sile development, while the Russians were pushing ahead with the help 
of some 400 top scientists and engineers they had taken out of Ger- 
many. 

In view of what Senator Knowland said, it is even more discon- 
certing to read the morning headlines that are being made daily by 
some United States congressmen and Senators who seem to think that 
the only hope for the U.S. missile program is a deficit spending 
splurge. 

Some of these men — and they are numbered among both Re- 
publicans and Democrats, are riding off in all directions, riding the 
wind of the moment, more interested in headlines carrying their names 
than in a solution of the problems at hand. 

Right now this nation needs less calamity howling, in the wake of 
Sputnik; we need no more irresponsible statements from supposedly 
responsible persons. 

We do need application of our good common sense, recognizing 
our weaknesses — and our strength — then moving accordingly; mov- 
ing not on the basis of an overnight crash program, but, rather, on the 
basis of an aggressive, long-term program, making full use of those 
things we call American know-how, and Yankee ingenuity. 

And, we might add, paying for what we need as we go.

BLASTS TAX 
SETUP IN COUNTY 


LINDSAY, Dec. 12 — In a let- 
ter to the Tulare county board of 
supervisors, tax setup in Tulare 
county was blasted and a taxpay- 
ers’ strike suggested by JBd. 
Kroells, Lindsay rancher and busi- 
ness man. 

Kroells ‘reluctantly’ remitted 
his 1957 tax payment; in addition 
to his letter of protest, he enclosed 
a graph that showed more than a 
50 per cent increase in taxes and 
assessed valuation in the county 
from 1951 to 1957. 

He said he wants to be a leader 
in a taxpayers’ strike if such a 
move becomes necessary. 

In his letter, Kroells claimed 
welfare programs are “maintained 
and administered in secrecy that 
would do justice to the Russian 
kremlin.’’ He said there has been 
“destruction of school buildings 
long before their usefulness is 
ended on the recommendation of 
so-called engineers and architects 
whose abilities leave much to be 
desired.’’ The Lindsay man termed 
the State Equalization Board a 
Gestapo organization.

HERE IT is Christmas, all’s 
right with the world, and we’re as 
happy as a couple of clams at 
Pismo during the closed season, 
then we make the mistake of driv- 
ing down Main street and by the 
time we’ve negotiated the section 
between Olive and Garden, our 
Christmas spirit is long gone and 
we're fit to be tied. It’s the pedes- 
trian problem in the middle of 
this block that does it — pedes- 
trians sauntering back and forth 
in the crosswalk while traffic 
piles up at times back into the 
Olive-Main intersection, fouling 
up the general situation even 
more... . Now we have nothing 
against pedestrians —- we’re often 
one ourselves — but in this par- 
ticular area of Main street control 
is needed so that pedestrians move 
across the street in groups, rather 
than straggling back and forth as 
individuals . . .

IN OUR what’s good with the 
world department may we men- 
tion the project of California Elks 
in aiding victims of cerebral pal- 
sy. Since this project was taken 
on by members of the Elks lodges 
in California in 1951, over a mil- 
lion dollars has been spent, start- 
ing with a meager $22,900 in the 
first year, but increasing in each 
of the following years until $267,- 
791.49 went into the project this 
year ... Unusual aspect of the 
program is that treatment is actu- 
ally taken to the patients who 
need it — most of them children, 
for today, 23 therapists, each with 
a fully equipped station wagon, 
are traveling 364,000 miles annu- 
ally to care for 600 cerebral pal- 
sied, and other physically handi- 
capped children, who quite likely 
would not otherwise receive care. 
... And not only are the patients 
treated, but parents are taught to 
continue treatments between visits 
of the therapist . .. Further as- 
pect of the Elks’ program is that 
since 1951, 691 scholarships have 
been awarded to partially finance 
students to complete courses in 
physical therapy, occupational 
therapy, and postgraduate study 
for teachers who are working 
with handicapped children. 

ANOTHER WORD of praise for 
one of Porterville’s fine restaur- 
ants; Alan Ziegler, deputy chief, 
Department of the Air Force, 
thought so much of Gang Sue’s 
food that he wrote Gang a highly 
complimentary letter, after he and 
Mrs. Ziegler had eaten there dur- 
ing a stop-over in Porterville...

individuals. The Sears-Roebuck 
Foundation is the largest sponsor, 
with 100 awards worth $500,000 
being granted annually. 

Muller, a college preparatory 
student, was one of 20 Porterville 
students who took the qualifying 
test.

Students whose high 
scores substantiate their earlier 
test performance will become fi- 
nalists, and can compete for the 
800 scholarships to be awarded by 
the Merit corporation during the 
coming year. 

Winners will be announced in 
May, 1958, on the basis of examin- 
ation achievement, high school 
grades, extra-curricular attain- 
ments, and leadership and char- 
acter.

dence of strength by those persons 
favoring dove protection. 

At the Visalia committee hear- 
ing, ‘Dr. Henry M. Weber and 
Obed Smeiser, from Los Angeles, 
spoke in favor of protection of 
doves; they exhibited their card 
statements and said among other 
things, that actually only a small 
percentage of the California popu- 
lation wants to shoot doves—that 
a large majority want doves pro- 
tected. 

Welch spoke in opposition to re- 
moval of doves from the game bird 
category, pointing out that, as a 
native Californian, he has observ- 
ed doves for some 50 years. He 
said that when he was a boy, dove 
population was small and concen- 
trated, but with development of 
irrigation, dove habitat has con- 
stantly improved and today the 
state has many more doves than 
50 years ago. 

He said doves are thriving, al- 
though they are a game bird; that 
if they were completely protected, 
population might rise to a point 
where disease would hit the birds. 
He pointed out that there are few 
juvenile delinquents among boys 
who hunt with their fathers, that 
dove hunting is one outdoor sport 
that most people can afford. 

He said that doves nest and mi- 
grate along the entire Pacific fly- 
way -—— from Canada into Mexico 
and even into the Central Ameri- 
ean countries. He said it did not 
make sense to protect the birds in 
one area and have them shot in 
another. 

Also speaking in opposition to 
total protection of doves was Fer- 


dinand S. Yale, from the Parlier 


Sportsmen’s club, and Cecil A. 
Phipps, president of the Sports- 
men’s Council of Central Califor- 
nia.
